Washington, July 10—President Wll 


son, conferung with newspaper corres 
pendents ;it the White House today 
indicated that he was extremely grati- 
fied that the treaty of peace had been, 
ratified so promptly by the German 
national assembly. 


The president also Indicated that he 


felt-trade relations between Germany 
and the allied associated nations should 
be resumed at the earliest moment pos 
sible for w ithout trade Germany could 
not meet the reparations demanded of 
her 
t 
It was made clear that the president 


felt troops should be maintained in 
Germany until tile Germans had con> 
plled with all tht military terms of the 
ireat>. It was pointed out that there 
were several million veteran soldiers 
in Germany and munitions sufficient 
for them to operate 
The Germans hai'e from one to four 


months in which to deliver all material 
except that sufficient for the reduced 
German army provided for in the peace 
treaty and the president believed Amer- 
ican troops should sta> on the Rhine 
until the man-rial is delivered. 


Discussing the peace negotiations at 


T»aris, President Wilson let it be known 


that the league of' nations covenant 
will be every treaty negotiated at Ver- 
sailles, including that with Bulgaria 
With 
which the 
United States was 


never at war. 
In raponse to questions regarding 


the Pmine situation

pointed out that the treaty of London 
provided 
that Fiume was to go to 


Croatia and that 
Italy did not lay 


claim to the city when that treaty was 
signed.

treaty with Germany to the senate today declared that "a league of 
ree nations had become a practical necessity" to which the framers of 
the treaty felt obligated to turn "as an indespensible instrumentality 
'or the maintenance of the new order it has been thier purpose to set 
up in the world."

The "most skeptical" of the peace conferees at Paris, the presi- 


dent said, had turned more and more to the league as discussion 
>ro£ressed in seeking solution of the problems that arose in framing 
he t#rms of the trcsity itself. 
"The faet that the covenant of the leaprue was the first substan- 


tive part of the treaty to be worked out and agreed upon." the prcs- 
deiit said, "while all else was in solution, helped to make the formul- 
ation of the rest easier."

Mr. "Wilson said the agreement on the covenant had given tne 


onferees a feeling that their work was to be permanent and that the 
most practical among them "were at last the most ready to refer 
to the League of Nations the superintendence of all interests which 
d4d not admit of immediate determination, of all administrative p*oj»- 
lems which were to require a continuing oversight." 


"What has seemed a counsel oti perfection," said the president, 


'had come to seem a plain counsel of necessity. The League of Na- 
tions was the practical statesman's hope of success in many of the 
most difficult things he was attempting." 


When the president entered the senate chamber, escorted by a 


commfttee of senators, the crowded galleries rose and cheered for a 
minute ill disregard of the senate rules. The president, mounting to 
the vice president 's seat, spoke briefly with Vice President Marshall 
as the cheering continued, punctuated with ' ' rebel ' yells.

THK WOMEN AND TELEPHONE SEKVICE. 


The \voinen of Newark are Hie most important factor 


in the telephone business of the city. 


Fully 80 per cent of all telephones in use in Newark 


are in homes and therefore are used for the most part by 
the women. 


The telephone in business places would be of very little 


value if it were not for the necessity of owners of busi- 
ness places to communicate with the women of Newark. 


Probably 80 per cenl of the telephone communication 


over the lines of this company are between women or in- 
volve al least one woman each. 


More than 75 percent of the telephone bills are paid by 


women whose control of the family budget and of the 
management of the home is necessarily the program.

Woman in her work 
and her social and church activities needs a telephone 
more than man and has more opportunity to use it than 
man.

The council and Ihe cily attorney might do worse than 


lo consul! Ihe women of Ihis cily alum! telephone service, 
including .vagesand mainleiiance. It will not he long be- 
fore these officials will IH- consulting Ihe women of New- 
ark on a go<id many public mallei's. 


No increase in telephone rales is contemplated by the 


company.
